This was not th e first time that 
Zog had n a rro w ly escaped death 
In 1 924, when ho was pre m ier of

Zog was proclaimed ktng by the 
national assembly of Albania in 
1928 and won him self th e title of 
"th*1 hard est w o rk in g monarch in 
E u ro p e ." 
Mountaineers of his countr y de­ 
clared a blood flied against him 
a n d at times ho was virtually 
prisoner in bis palace because of 
th e fear th a t he m ig h t be assas- 
sinated were h e to a p p e a r in p u b ­ 
lic.
